Two books on America have recently appear- 
éd in German: “Americana,” by Karl Lam- 
precht, the distinguished jurist of the Univer- 
sity of Leipzig, an unpretentious volame by 
Ludwig Fulda, the poet and novelist. This is 
“the sympathetic review of a witty and equally 
sharp-eyed critic, upon whom the friendly sum 
shone on the first day of his arrival in New 
York, and continued to shine, with rare excep- 
tions, until bis reluctant departure for Europe. 


to America with a free and receptive mind, . 
and yielded himself completely to whatever 
impressions his‘environment should make...... 

“That which most exceeds all expectations 
of the author, however, is the extent.of popn- 
Jar education in America, and our systems of 
public and higher instruction. Every one here 
is hungry to learn, reading is more general 
than in any other country,and libraries surpass 
in number and practical organisation, as well 
as sometimes in magnificent buildings, anyth- 
ing- known abroad. ‘Every American, from 
millionaire to shoeblack, and from professor to 
schoolboy, is @ fanatical newspaper reader,’ 
because of and notwithstanding ‘the ‘horrible 
headlines,’ This fact may account for the im- 
portunate artists. and women reporters, who 
more than once insisted on interviewing him 
at his morning toilet,‘in the name of the news- 
paper, of course’ ; and for the piracy of foreign 
literature, calling for revision of the American 
copyright laws.

that of the average young woman in Germany 
dancing away herexistence. He is inclined to 
believe that Schiller’s: exhortation, “Ehret die 
Frauen |’ is observed by Germans rather in 
theory than in practice, more in words than in 
deeds. He prefers coeducation to the” habit 
abroad of separating the sexes so long, praises 
the free relations between American professors 
and their students, and has a good word’ 
generally for student life among our young 
men, with their concerts and student plays.He 
feels a satisfactionin the absence of scarred 
and bloated faces, and holds that even the ex- 
cesses of athletics are better than duel and the 
‘Mensar.’ . 

“He finds no genuine American art, notwith- 
standing a popular artistic feeling, museums, 
and academies ; and he thinks that individual, 
creative art is wanting because the American, 
alive to decorate his house, has not yet learned 
to adorn his life with art.

There’ 
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COMPANIES IN EGYPT: 
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SUPREME COURT'S DECISIONS. 


Judge:Cator in the Supreme British Con- 
sular Court~delivered judgment this morning 


on the two appeals of the Bourse and Banking 


Company Ltd against the judgments of the 
Consular Court given on the 20th November 
last. The Appeal Court dismissed both appeals 
and ordered the Bourse and Banking Company 
to pay the costs in the Court below and on 
the appeals: 

These decision of the Supreme Court to up- 
hold the judgments of the lower Court, given 
on the 20th ulto., are of great importance as 
all thie numérous limited liabilities companies, 
registered under the companies Acts,-whose 
sphere of operations are in Egypt, are now 
declared to be amenable to the jurisdiction of 
the British Consular Courts, whether their 
boards are composed of subjects of foreign 
Powers or not. In the one case an application 
was made by an English shareholder of the 
Bourse and Banking Company of Egypt Limited, 
represented by Mr. Gooding for the removal 
of the liquidator, appointed at the meeting of 
the shareholders and the appointment of a 
liquidatornominated by the Court. Mr. Devon- 
shire, who represented the company contended 
that the court had (4) no jurisdiction onder 
section 12 of the Order in Council, (2) no 


jurisdiction in that the circumstances do not 


admit of same under section 107 of the Order 
unless, under section 167, the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs should make an order 
covering a case where the circumstances do not 
permit. 

The Court held that the question at issue 
fell Within jurisdiction as the plaintiff isa 
British subject and the defendant company of 
the same nationality,whereby the Mixed Courts 
could havenojurisdiction. Council for thedefence 
appealed to the Supreme Court, which has now 
decided that the Court had jurisdiction, 

In the setond case, the plaintiff, an English 
shareholder in the same company, represented 
by Mr. Reginald Silley, brought an action on 
the tollowing grounds. The plaintiff had been 
allotted 200 shares in the Company which he 
sold at a premium of #5. Subsequently, on the 
announcement that the bearer warrants were 
ready, plaintiff applied through the Anglo- 
Egyptian Bank for delivery of same. He was 
reqpested by the company to sign a form in 
accordance with the regulations of the Alex- 
andria Bourse, or otherwise the company 
would not make the delivery. The plaintiff 
filled up the form, expunging the words 
“according to the Alexandria Bourse require- 
ments.” Mr. Silley sabmitted that such con- 
dition in the form was unfair and interfered 
with ‘the rights of private contract and, 
therefore, the company is improperly retaining 
the warrants, Mr. Devonshire, for the company 
contended that art. 47 of the company’s sta- 
tutes fully empowered the directors to de- 
termine the conditions upon which* the bearer 
warrants should be issued and_to settle the 
form of application for the same. The. lower 
Court held that the directors were not justified 
in attaching such condition and gaye judg- 
ment for the plaintiff for the delivery 
of the warrants or £200 and costs. The 
Bourse and Banking Company, appealed 
against this decision, but, as already announ- 
ced, the Supreme Court dismissed the appeai. 

The full bearings of these decisions will be 
considered in another issue.

GERMANY’S PLANS. 


(From Our Owy CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Beyrouth, 9th December. 

The publication by Reuter’s Agency of the 
important intelligence of the final conclusion 
of details of the Konia Irrigation Scheme has 
brought once more Asia Minor with its _poli- 
tical and vast economic possibilities, before 
the eyes of Europe and will continue to be 
the chief subject of discussion and comment. 
A few particulars therefore about the present 
agricultural and industrial activities of the 
ontlyili regions such as Mersine and’ Adana 
may not be devoid of particular interest. In a 
former article ample reference was made to the 
recent introduction of the perfected methods 
of steamploughing in connection particularly 
with cotton cultivation and the following com- 
plementary notes appear to be necessary, The 
area under cotton cultivation in Mersine and 
Adana districts is estimated at about 170,000 
acres and the yield ranges between forty and 
fifty thousand bales of 200 kilogrammes the 
bale. The Germans seem to have had a long 
time ago their eye on the cotton culture with 
its vast possibilities of development and it 
was German capital that built the first factory 
for ginniag crude cotton and the pressing 
of bales according tothe system adopted in 
Egypt. Bales of 250 kilogrammes pressed at 
this factory have a much smaller volume 
than bales of 200 kilos, ordinarily pressed. 
The resulting economy in freight is obvious 
Thanks to German initiative also the seed of 
‘the American ‘quality known as “Upland” 
and which is in special demand in the New 
Orleans markets has been introduced first as a 
trial and is since being gradually vulgarized 
considering the eminently satisfactory results 
In the direction of the development of agri- 


cultural methods on modern lines the English | sales 


have the largest share of initiative, and most 
‘if not all of the various implements lately 
introduced have come and still come from 
English firms, notably that of Messrs. John 
Fowler and Co. Ltd. at Leeds. There are‘ now 
in use six steamploughs of which two with 
single traction and four with double traction, 
several orders are on the way. There are also 
60 thrashing machines, and every year fairly 
important additions to the existing stock are 
made. As regards reaping machines they may 
be counted by hundreds and indeed their use is 
universal save in the mountainons parts where 
the primitive scythe still’survives. — 
BAGHDAD RAILWAY. 
But the field for gigantic enterprise is left 


for the Germans, and the pent up activity of | . 


this eminently scientific and industrious nation 
is destined to manifest itself in a magnificent 
manner and restore that virgin country to its 
old glory, with, the additional blessings of 
modern civilization, when it is likely to become 
a great centre of productiveness that will count 
as a factor in the world’s economic problem. 
The Baghdad railway, a grandiose scheme, is 
being slowly elaborated and step by step it is 
nearing the great though distant goal. The 
Mersine Tarsus Adana Line which is 67 kilo- 
meters in length has already been bought up 
by the Germans and two shipments of about 
1200 tons of, iron sleepers have lately been 
discharged by the German Atlas steamers of 
Bremen, to replace the old and worn out 
material. This small line is destined to be 
ultimately linked with the grand trank line 
which has passed already Eregli and reached 
Bourgulu which lies within only 160 kilometers 
of Mersine. 

This junction which seems to be inevitable 
will be either at Adana or Mersine. In the first 
case the Baghded trunk line will it is said 
have to pass by Koulek Boughaz round the 
base of the intervening chain of mountains 
and passing the valley join the M.T.A. line 
at Adana. In the second case the Baghdad 
line will have to cross the Pass of Dankelek 
and join the M.T\A. line at Mersine, In either 


case the Taurus will have to be traversed and 
it is here that the greatest material obstacle in 
the way of the grand scheme lies. The Koulek 
Boughaz route inyolves the construction of 
fewer tunnels but presents on the other hand 
difficulty of crossing large marshy tracts. The 
Dunbelek route while involving more costly 
and difficult tan has the advantage of 
avoiding these tracts. 
The plan favoured-by the Turkish Govern- 


ment would cause the line to pass by Konlek | 


Boughaz following mére or less closely the 
actual carriage road which meets the Mersine 
Tarsous Adana line at Tarsous. The Anatolian 
Railway Company. however: prefers. another 
plan lying more in an easterly direction and 
calculated to ba much shorter and less costly. 
The trunk ling in that case would follow the 
valley of Bozant descending through the valley 
of Tchakit-Déré directly to Adana. In any 
case the Koulek Boughaz route would term in- 
ate at Tarsous or rather at the station of 
Koulek Boughaz about 6 kilometers East of 
Tarsous and not at Mersine, 

Apart from the political interest attaching 
tothe Baghdad Railway the economic side 
thereof has incalculable importance, more so as 
it is bound up with the great Mesopotamian 
irrigation scheme. The niost indifferent cannot 
fail to watch with interest’ the evdlution of 
this colossal scheme and we can only hope that 
the two great sister nations will ultimately find 
means of conciliating their political and econo- 
mic interests, and once an agreement is come 
to, the greatest of modern achievements will 
unfold themselves to the eyes of the word.

t» U.S.A, AND EGYPT. 


A New York Contmeroial N ewspaper Says :— 

Otir part in Egypt’s import trade is lament- 
ably small. Int1906, according to “Daily Con- 
sular and Trade Reports, that country’s im- 
ports amounted to $116,596,715, and our share 
was only $3,042,275, though we bought 
$7,660,900 worth of Egyptian goods. Our chief 
were: machinery, $256,520; timber, 
$134,050; wronght iron and steel, $435,933, 
and a miscellaneous, list’ of smaller items, In 
the year our sales increased by $609,400 over 
1905, chiefly in coffee, petroledm and fertilisers. 

Egypt's exports in 1906 amounted to 
$124,336,400. For our $7,660,900 we got 
cotton ($7,376,870), cereals, dried roots, hides 
and skins,rags and paper, sugar and gum arabic, 
in small consignments. 

In August, 1906, a Cairo dealer in American’ 
furniture ordered some articles from the United 
States and sent four-fifths cash with the order, 
but in April, 1907, he was still without. the 
goods. Export trade cannot be built up in that 
way.
